Units engaged in the priority industries, both 
in the large and the small scale sectors , should sub 
mit separate applications for the import of spare 
parts . Such applications should be made on an 
annual basis covering tho requirements of the unit 
for the period April 1972 -- March 1973 . There 
will be no last date for submission of such applica 
tions during the licensing period .

3 . Import licences for spare parts will be valid for 
the import of permissiblo spare parts required for 
the plant, machinery and equipment installed or used 
in the licence holder s factory including spare parts of 
ancillary equipments , control and laboratory instru 
ments and safety appliances, but items appearing in 
Appendix 3 will not be allowed to be imported for a 
total value exceeding 124 per cent of the value of the 
licence subject to a maximum of rupees three lakhs 
within the overall value of the licence, the import of 
a single item not exceeding rupees five thousand in 
value . Spare parts specifically shown as non - permis 
sible in this book will not be allowed . It will not be 
necessary for the applicant to furnish a list of spare 
parts to be imported , unless he desires to import 
restricted spare parts for more than the values indi 
cated above . 


Lists of restricted spares : 


4 . If an applicant requires to import restricted 
items of spare parts listed in the said Appendix 3 in 
excess of the value limits as indicated , he should apply 
for a specific endorsement on the licence to this 
effect, furnishing a list of such items sought to be 
imported . 


6 . Units which did not obtain licences for spares 
for any of the two earlier licensing periods , or which 
require spare parts of a value higher than that referred 
to in sub -para 5 (b ) above or which require restricted 
spare parts for value limits more than those indicated 
in paragraph 3 above or which need a change in the 
modes of financing , should apply for licences for spare 
parts for April 1972 -- March 1973, through the 
sponsoring authority concerned . The entitlement of 
new units in the large scale sector would be deter 
mined by the sponsoring authority on the basis of 2 % 
of the C .I. F . value of imported machinery ( or % 
of the purchase price in the case of indigenous 
machinery having imported components ) . How 
ever , small scale units falling under this category also 
i. e., those which do not wish to avail of the facility 
of repeat licensing should apply direct to the licensing 
authority concerned in the same manner as during the 
period April 1971 -- March 1972 . In their case , the 
value of licences will be determined by the licensing 
authorities concerned on the basis of 4 per cent of the 
c .i.f . value of imported machinery ( or 1 % of the 
purchase price in the case of indigenous machip cry 
having imported components ) for the maintenance 
of which the spares are sought to be imported . Unit 
applying for licences for spare parts under the pro 
visions of this paragraph should furish in the form 
prescribed in the Import Trade Control Hand Book 
of Rules and Procedure 1972 -73, the particulars and 
value of machinery for the maintenance of which 
the imported spares are required .

Manner of submission of applications: 

5 . ( a ) Actual users, whether in the large or the small 
scale sector , who obtained import licences for spare 
parts for the period April 1971 - - March 1972 may 
submit their import applications for spare parts for 
the period April 1972 – March 1973 direct to the 
Licensing authorities concerned and not through the 
sponsoring authorities , unless the applicant requires 
a change in the modes of financing against which the 
licence for April 1971 - March 1972 had been issu 
ed , or he requires an enhancement in the overall 
value of the licence as compared to that indicated in 
sub -para ( b ) below , or he requires to import restricted 
spare parts for more than the value limpits indicated 
in pargraph 3 above . The application should be ac 
companied by photo - stat copy of the import licence 
for spares issued to the applicant for the period April 
1971-- March 1972 . If a unit did not apply for 
spares for the period April 1971 - March 1972 or 
its application for that period was rejected , but it 
had obtained a licence for spare parts for April 
1970 – March 1971 such unit can also apply on 
repeat basis for the period April 1972 - -March 1973 
by producing photo -stat copy of the licence for sparcs 
for April 1970 - March 1971 provided it does not 
require any change in the modes of Anancing , in tho

Applications on consumption basis: 


7 . The existing units engaged in the priority in 
dustries should make their import applications for 
raw mterials and components end - product -wise ( in 
cluding relatoul end -products ) hy wav of claiming 
replenishment of imported raw materials and com 
ponents consumed by the units within a given period 
as indicated below . 
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8 . Units which did not apply for a licence for raw 
materials / components during April 1971 - - March 
1972 , or if their applications made during the said 
period have becn finally rejected , can make their 
first import application during April 1972 – March 
1973 on the basis of actual consumption during six 
months com qencing from 1st October , 1971 and 
thereafter import applications will be based on con 
sumption in subsequent periods of not less than three 
months, and not more than six months at a time 
from 1st April, 1972 onwards. 


9 . Units not covered by para 8 above , i.e . those 
which obtained liccnccs for raw materials / com 
porvents against their applications made during April 
1971 – March 1972 should make their import appli 
cations during April 1972- - March 1973 on the 
basis of actual consumption in continuation of the 
period of consuniption covered by applications mado 
during April 1971 - March 1972 at a time for aciual 
consuniption of not less than three months and not 
more than six months. 


No last date : 

10 . There will be no last dule for submission of 
applications during the licensing period . A unit 
can apply for licences any time it can show con 
sumption of imported raw materials and components 
as indicated above . 
Eligibility for making applications : 

11 . The licensing authority will not, however , en 
tertain an application for licence from an applicant 
in whose case , the unutilised value of outstanding 
licences / release orders in hand on the date of appli 
cation , is more than the c .i.f. value of con 
sumption for the replenishment of which the in 
port licence is claimed . The unutilised value of 
licence to be taken into account for this purpose will 
be the balance valuc available in the Customs copies 
of the licences, reduced by the amount ( a ) for which 
firm commitments have been made by opening letters 
of credit and (b ) for which firm commitments have 
Een made with the Industrial Raw Materials Assis 
tance Centre ( IRMAC ) set up by the State Trading 
Corporation as referred to in paragraph 55 below . 
The unutilised value of release order for this purpose 
will be the value for wbich neither the goods have 
been lifted from the canalising agency , nor payment 
for the goods has been made to the canalising agency 
to the extent that it constitutes a firm commitment 
for lifting the goods against the release order. If 
neither of these two conditions is satisfied but the ap 
plicant produces a letter, in original, from the canalis 
ing agency to the effect that the goods have not becn 
lifted for reasons beyond the control of the applicant 
owing to temporary non -availability of supplies with 
the canalising agency , the release order, in question , 
will be treated as utilised for the purpose of deter 
mining eligibility . The actual users should , 
therefore , make their applications for licences only 
when they are eligible to apply under this provision . 
Import licences will be issued on the basis of con 
sumption of imported raw materials and components , 
except as indicated in para 12 below . 


Machine building industries / industries affected by 

long delivery dates arising from world shortages : 

12 . ( a ) In the case of units engaged in the following 
machine building industries, the licensing authorities 
may consider issuing import licences for raw materials 
and components for a value greater than that of the 
consumption shown , provided the applicant justifies 
his claim in his import application : 

(i) Industrial and mining machinery . 
( ii ) Workshop machinery and equipment other 

than machine tools. 
(iii ) Industrial furnaces. 
( iv ) Construction and earth moving equipment. 
( v ) Cranes and hoist blocks. 
(vi) Telecommunication equipment. 
(vii ) Wagons . 
( viii ) Industrial refrigeration equipment. 
( ix ) Agricultural tractors. 
( x ) Machine tools . 
( xi) Heavy Diesel cngines. 
( xii ) Heavy clectrical equipment. 
(xiii ) Plastic working machinery . 
(xiv ) Iron and Steel Castings and Forgings. 

The condition of eligibility laid down in para 11 
above will not apply to these industries; but the 
licensing authorities will deal with the applications 
in such cases having regard to the orders in hand , 
the stocks held by the applicant and the balances 
available against licences / release orders in hand . Indus 
tries with long delivery dates for supply of their raw 
materials, arising from world shortage may also apply 
under the provisions of this paragraph with proper 
evidence and justification , through their sponsoring 
authorities for covering their requirements over a 
period longer than six months . 

( b ) In the case of selected priority industries of 
special importance both in large and small scale 
sectors, the licensing authority may, on the recom 
mendation of the sponsoring authority , consider ap 
plications for a higher value against an additional 
allocation of foreign exchange that may be provided 
for the purpose . In respect of other priority industries 
also, licences for a valuc higher than past consump 
tion may , on merits , be issued on the recommenda 
tion of the sponsoring authority if the applicant unit 
earns net foreign exchange by export of its products 
or the licensing authority is satisfied that the increased 
output will directly save on present imports , subject 
to the consideration that the additional export earn 
ing or saving in foreign exchange is at least 50 per 
cent higher than the value for which additional raw 
materials / components may be allowed for import. 
The licensing authority will examinc such cases having 
duc regard to other considerations and regulatory 
measures for development and planning of industrial 
production . 
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Cases falling under this paragraph will be processed furnished in the statement. The licensing autho 
through the Special Committec in the Office of the rity will also send one copy of the statement to the 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports , New Delhi. Central Excise authority concerned . 


Statement of consumption : 


13 . In support of consumption etc ., the applica 
tion for a licence should be accompanied by a state 
ment, in quadruplicate , indicating the c .i.f . value of 
the imported raw materials and components con 
sumed by the unit , the production actually turned 
out, the unutilised value of licences / release orders in 
hand, in the proforma appearing in Appendix 2 duly 
certified by a Chartered Accountant or Cost Accoun 
tant in practice who is not a partner or an employee 
of the applicant firm or its associates, or the sponsor 
ing authority concerned ( in the case of small scale units 
only ) . ( The Cost Accountant must be a member 
of the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of 
India , Calcutta , and duly authorised to undertake 
practice ) . The information relating to consumption 
and particulars of import licences / release orders to 
be given in the statement should be in respect of the 
items of raw materials and components other than 
iron and steel and ferro -alloys. In the case of priority 
units engaged in IDA industries ( the list of IDA in 
dustries is given in Appendix 53), the statement of 
consumption etc . should also include consumption of 
iron and steel items as such units are required to 
make a consolidated applications for raw materials 
and components including iron and steel and ferro 
alloys . Against the consolidated applications , the 
licensing authority will issue separate licences for steel 
and non -steel items. The units which have to apply 
directly to the licensing authority should , therefore , 
indicate in their import applications the separate values 
in respect of steel and non - steel items. Units engaged 
in non - IDA industries should submit a separate state 
ment of consumption of iron and stcel items with their 
import applications for such items to be submitted 
separately to the licensing authorities concerned . 


Manner of submission of applications: 

16 . Units borne on the books of the D .G . T .D . 
should made their applications, in the prescribed form 
and manner , to the Chief Controller of Imports & 
Exports , New Delhi through the D . G . T . D . The units 
in the small scale sector and such of the non - SSI 
units as are sponsored by the State Director of Indus 
tries, State Drugs Controllers, State Director of 
Fisheries , or the Executive Director, Food and Nutri 
tion Board , Government of India , Department of 
Food , Krishi Bhavan , New Delhi should make their 
import applications in the prescribed form and manner 
to the regional licensing authorities concerned direct 
and not through the sponsoring authorities . Other 
units should submit their import applications to the 
regional licensing authorities concerned through the 
respective sponsoring authorities. Units which are 
required to make their applications to the licensing 
authorities direct, should in cases covered by para 
graph 12 above , send their applications through the 
sponsoring authorities concerned if they claim import 
licences for a value more than that of the consump 
tion shown . The applications should be accompanied 
by the required number of copies of the list of items 
sought to be imported . The number of copies of the 
list of items likely to be required may be calculated 
by the applicant on the basis of seven copies of each 
licence of the set of previous licences issued .

Import of spare parts against raw material licences : 

17. Import licences for raw materials and com 
ponents issued to priority industries will be valid 
for the import of spare parts to the extent of 10 per 
cent of the value of such licences, within the overall 
value of the licence, in terms of the provisions con 
tained in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure, 1972 - 73 . 


14 . The applicant and the Chartered Accountant / 
Cost Accountant / sponsoring authority should ensure 
that the information given in the statement of con 
sumption etc . is complete and accurate . Applications 
supported by incorrect statements will be liable to be 
summarily rojected , without prejudice to any other 
action that may be taken in this behalf . The licen 
sing authority may, if necessary , call for documen 
tary evidence to verify the correctness of the infor 
mation furnished in the statement of consumption . 


15 . In cases where applications for licences are 
to be made through the sponsoring authorities, one 
copy of the statement referred to above , will be re 
tained by the sponsoring authority and the remaining 
three copies will be sent to the licensing authority 
along with the application . In cases where appli 
cations are to be made direct to the licensing autho 
rities, one copy of the statement in question will be 
sent by the licensing authority to the sponsoring 
authority , while sending an intimation about the issue 
of the licence . This will enable the sponsoring au 
thorities to verify the correctness of the information 


Export effort by priority industries 
Exporting units in priority sector : 

18. Some of the industries included in the priority 
list are traditionally export-oriented ( e .g . tea , coffee , 
jute, textiles , cotton textiles, cashew , coir products and 
unmanufactured tobacco ) . These industries and also 
the following industries, namely Fertilisers, Pesticides, 
Industrial and Mining Machinery , Industrial Furnaces, 
Construction and Earth -moving equipment, Industrial 
refrigeration equipment, Agricultural Tractors, 
Machine tools, Heavy Electrical equipment, Heavy 
Diesel engines, Plastic Working machinery, Cement, 
and Sugar will continue to receive all the necessary 
assistance in regard to their import requirements . In 
order to help production for export in other priority 
industries , it has been decided to accord preferential 
treatment to units in these industries which contribute 
to overseas sales , that is, which export 10 per cent or 
more of their production . Such preferential treatment 
will include facilities firstly for further expansion of 
their export production and secondly for the import 
of their requirements from preferred sources of supply .

released through canalising agency, and the extent to which this item is required for export production purposes, 
The required statement should be furnished in the pro forma annexed to this Public Notice. 


3. On the basis of the certificate of the Engineering Export Promotion Council, Calcutta , the sponsoring 
authorities and / or the licensing authorities as the case may be will accord priority to the requirements intended for 
export oriented production.

linport Policy for Registered Exporters 


in accordance with the provisions of the Export 
Trade Control Order as amended from time to time, 
wherever applicable. 


Ohjective 

The objective of the import policy for Registered 
Exporters is to provide to the registered exporters , 
by way of replenishment, from the most preferred 
sources, the imported materials required in the manu 
facture of the products exported by them . 


Export products and extent of replenishment 

7. The products against the export of which re 
plenishment will be allowed have been enumerated 
in Col. 2 of the statement in Section II. The extent 
of replenishment that will be permissible against 
cach product has been indicated in Col. 3 of the 
same statement in terms of a percentage of the f.o .b . 
value of the export. 


Eligibility for import replenishment licences 
General 

2 . Exports to Sikkim and Bhutan will not qualify 
for import replenishment, as also exports to Nepal 
and Afghanistan if made otherwise than against pay 
ment in free foreign exchange. Exports under Barter 
Deals or under Trade Promotion Agreements bet 
ween Public Sector Agencies in India and importers 
in other countries will not also qualify for replenish 
ment unless there is a specific provision in the rele 
vant Barter Deal or such Trade Promotion Agree 
ments for grant of replenishment. 

3. Exports on consignment basis will qualify for 
replenishment only after the export proceeds have 
been realised against final sales and surrendered to 
the Indian Exchange Control. 


8 . The percentages indicated in Col. 3 of the 
statement in Section II will apply in the case of ex 
ports effected on or after 1st April , 1972. In the 
event of any subsequent change in these percentages, 
the change will be announced by a Public Notice ; 
and the change so announced , unless otherwise speci 
fied , will be applicable to the exports effected after 
the date of announcement for the purpose of grant 
ing import replenishment licences , except in the case 
of registered export contracts. 


9 . In the case of registered export contracts, the 
crucial date for determining the percentage of reple 
nishment will be the date of the contract. If the 
registered contract is a public tender contract of a 
forcign government or a foreign public utility, the 
crucial date for determining the percentage of reple 
nishment will be the date of the tender. 


10 . In the case of exports on consignment basis, 
the import replenishment percentage in force on the 
date of realisation of the sale proceeds, will be ap 
plicable . 


4 . Any of the products listed in the statement in 
Section II, sold to a foreign shipping company as 
ship stores, will qualify for replenishment licences 
under this policy, provided that they are paid for 
in foreign exchange or in Indian Rupees obtained 
from the exchange of foreign currency . 

5 . The following types of exports will also qualify 
for replenishment licences : 
( a ) Sales to foreign tourists of selected products 

under the prescribed Scheme; 
(b ) Supplies made against IBRD / IDA aided 

projects in India ; and 
( c ) Supplies made by Indian firins in India 

under the aid programmes of United 
Nations and other Multinational agencies 
at international prices and paid for in free 

foreign exchange . 
The procedure to be followed and the documents to 
be produced for claiming replenishment licences has 
been laid down in Part É of this Book . 


11. A special procedure will be followed where 
the quantum of replenishment provided is inadequate 
to accommodate an essential raw material or compo 
nent which is required to be imported on the ground 
that the quality of the indigenous substitute is not 
adequate , or its price is too high , to maintain the 
competitive strength of the export product, or the 
quantity of the indigenous substitute is not adequate 
to meet the demand . In such cases , requests for 
exceeding the prescribed replenishment limits and for 
the grant of supplementary import replenishment 
licences will be considered on merits by the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi. 


6 . ( a ) Export products for which floor prices 
for exports have been fixed by a registering authority , 
will qualify for replenishment under this policy only 
if the exports satisfy the floor price condition .

Objective 


Utilisation of import licences 


Public sector agencies will be enabled to play an 
expanding role in developing exports and building 
up thc export capabilities of manufacturers and ex 
porters. 


7 . The goods imported by public sector agencies 
against licences referred to in paragraphs 3 , 4 and 5 
above will be disposed of to actual users engaged in 
industrial production. 


Developmental role 


Canalised Exports 


2 . The exports of certain commodities will be 
canalised only through public sector agencies . The 
list of such commodities with the agencies respon 
sible for exports is given in the Export Trade Control 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , as amended 
from time to timo. 


8 . STC and MMTC will also play an expanding 
developmental role to supplement the export effort 
by acting as a path - finder and a catalyst. They will, 
in particular, render support to small exporters by 
affording them a combined selling strength on the 
one hand , and a service , on the other, both in India 
and through their foreign offices abroad . These 
agencies will also provide assistance by way of 
finance, marketing and quality control.

Procedure for Registration of Contracts 

78 . ( i) A scheme has been introduced providing 
for certain benefits under the Import Policy for Regis 
tered Exporter s in respect of exports made in the 
execution of registered contracts . The details of the 
scheme and the contracts qualifying for registration , 
are given in Part B . Exporters claiming benefits of the 
scheme should have their contracts registered in 
accordance with the prescribed procedurc.

( Annexure XVIII) to the Headquarters Licensing 
Division of the Office of the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports , New Delhi.

80 . Requests for grant of import licences for mach 
inery items, according to the provisions of the import 
policy for registered exporters may be made in the 
prescribed form as in Section III (Annexure XIX ). 

The following procedure should be followed by the 
applicants while applying for import of machinery 
permissible to them under paragraph 45 (i) (b ) of Part 
B of this book : 
(a ) Applications should be made in the form

No application fees will be required to be

Based on such intimation , and 
within six months thereof, the applicant 
will be required to approach the licensing 
authority for the grant of import licence 
for plant and machinery against import 
entitlements under the import policy for 
Registered Exporters as permissible under 
paragraph 45 (1) (b ) of Part B in Section I 
of this book . Whilo approaching the 
licensing authority , the applicant will be 


required to give particulars of the import 
licences issued to him under the import 
policy for Registered Exporters or of im 
port applications made by him under the 
import policy for Registered Exporters , 
against which the plant and machinery as 
permissible under the provisions of the im 
port policy for Registered Exporters , is 
sought to be imported . 
The units other than those borne on the 
books of the DGTD , including the small 
scale units, should make their applications 
through the sponsoring authorities concern 
ed . The sponsoring authority will scruti 
nisc the application from the essentiality 
angle and forward the same with its recom 
mendation to the DGTD , Now Delhi (Ex 
port Promotion Cell). The DGTD will 
scrutinise the application from indigenous 
angle and forward it to the CCI& E , New 
Delhi, with its comments . Thereafter , the 
procedure as indicated in ( c ) abovo will be 
applicable to these cases.

Attention is invited to paragraph 108 ( 2 ) in Chapter V of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Proceduro 
1969 according to which the exporters are required to get their oxports certificd by an authorised dealer in foreign oxchange 
in the prescribed Form I and Form II as given in Annexure III in Appendix 4 of tho said Hand Book . 


2 . In order to simplify the procedure for issuing replenishment licencos , under the import policy for registered exporters, it has boon 
decided that the authorised dealers in foreign exchange (i. e., the Banks concerned ) will, in future certify the fo .b , value in the bank certificate . 
Accordingly , Form I and Form II have been suitably revised as given in the Annexure to this Public Notice . 


3 . The procedure to be followed by the exporters in obtaining bank certificates with f.o.b . value certified theroin , will be as under : 
(1) After shipment the exporter should have the exports certified by an authorised dealer in foreign exchange at the time of presenta 

tion of export documents, to such dcaler I.e., the Bank , for the purpose of negotiation and /or collection of bills. While present 
ing the export documents , the exporter should 811 in and give to tho bank the declaration ( in triplicate ) in the prescribed Form I, 

for exports made on Outright sale basis and in Form II for exports on consignment/ approval basis . 
(II) The Bank will certify the f.o .b . value of exports and countersign the declaration after necessary verification with reference to 

the export documents. The oxporter should , therefore , produce satisfactory and acceptable evidence of payment of freight 

and insurance, to the bank so 99 to enable the bank to certify the f. . .b . value. 
( III ) Even in cases where the transaction is on f.o .b , valuc, thc cxporter should have the f.o .b . value certified by the bank . 
(iv) In the case of exports made on consignment/approval basis , the exporter should have the f. . .b . valuo certifięd in Form II only 

after the exports sale proceeds have been realised and surrendered to the Indian Foreign Exchange Control, 
(v ) All the amounts in the relevant column in the bank certificatel.e., c .i.f. [c . & f, freight and insurance and the fo.b . valuc should 

be shown in Indian rupees . The rate of conversion will be on the following basis : 
( a) In case of outright sales, par value of exchange on the date of export, and 
(5 ) In case of exports on consignment/approval basis , par value rate of exchange prevalent on the date of payment in foreign 

exchange against such exports . 
(vi) The bank certificate form should be Alled in triplicate . The first copy should be marked Originals with rubber stamp, the second 

copy as " Duplicato " and the third as " Triplicate . The bank will return the original to the exporter and forward the duplicate 

to the licensing authority concerned direct. The triplicate copy will be retained by the bank for its record .
